From Maine Maritime Museum 


23rd Annual Maritime History 
Symposium 

This intriguing and unusually emotional Maritime History 
Symposium focused on World War II and relied to a rare extent 
on presentations by people talking about their own first-hand 
experiences. Participants expressed delight with the quality and 
variety of talks. Several of the presenters had to pause to 
compose themselves as they related emotion-laden episodes of 
their personal past. 

Edward A. Langlois told the story of the construction 
of Liberty ships in South Portland, Maine, and of the nostalgic 
effects of the visit to Portland last year of one of those vessels, 
the Jeremiah OBrien. 

Capt. Arthur R. Moore described the contribution of 
merchant seamen to the war effort and the development of a 
book he has written on the subject, 4 Careless Word... A 
Needless Sinking. 

John H. Reevy told his listeners of life aboard the Bath- 
built destroyer Aughesin the Pacific, with chilling descriptions 
of combat, including being struck by a kamikaze aircraft. 

Avery Booth Stone recounted the story of her 
childhood aboard the schooner Ai/een Booth and making a trip 
in her along the Atlantic coast after the outbreak of the war. To 
enhance her explanation of this experience, she presented an 
interesting account of the submarine warfare that was then 
occurring along the coast, and the evidence of it she and her 
parents saw. 

Thomas Lynch rounded out the first day's lectures by 
making a thorough presentation on the design, construction, and 
use of the Flower-Class corvettes (predominantly in the British 
and Canadian navies) and the preservation of one of them, 
H.M.CS. Sackville, in Halifax, Nova Scotia. These cramped, 
uncomfortable vessels were amazingly successful as escort and 
anti-submarine vessels. 

Sunday morning began with William P. Quinn 
describing his experiences aboard a repair vessel in the Pacific, 
accomplishing repairs of combat and other vessels so that they 


need not return to repair yards. Although somewhat disgruntled 
at not receiving equal treatment with seamen aboard combat 
vessels (he never got the see Bob Hope while in the Navy), he 
remarked favorably on the recognition he received from a 
grateful nation upon his return. 

Robert H. I. Goddard described loading Liberty ships 
with ammunition and fuel as an Army Transportation Corps berth 
officer in New Orleans. He also mentioned more temperamental 
cargoes, such as goats and mules. 

The Symposium closed with Robert F. Sumrall's 
authoritative description of the design process of the /owa-Class 
battleship, together with his stunning color slides of the /owa in 
action, taken during his time aboard in the 1980s.

July 3 - August 22 

Maine Maritime Museum offers seven week-long sessions of 
Summer Day Camp this summer season, split in to two topics. 
During Ports of Call, July 3 - 21, campers follow the route of a 
Maine-built vessel as they sail" to three different countries. In 
each port, kids in grades K - 6 learn the customs and traditions of 
foreign lands by playing native games and making products 
representative of the local lands. 

During the Sea Life sessions, July 24 - August 22, campers 
experience the life of a sailor by making boat models, tying 
nautical knots, singing sea shanties, and making hardtack. Life 
under the sea is focused on, too; campers learn about the habits 
and habitats of sharks, pufferfish, whales and sea turtles. All 
campers will take a cruise on the Kennebec River aboard 
Summertime and have a lobster bake feast on the final day of 
camp. 

The program costs $90 per camper which includes all 
Supplies, materials, snacks and drinks for the week and lunch on 
Friday; campers must bring a lunch Monday through Thursday.

Personal Safety 


Courses 

In preparation for the upcoming 
season on the water, Maine Maritime 
Museum is hosting two personal survival 
and emergency drill training courses June 
3 & 24. 

Gary McFadden, president of 
Onboard Training International, 
developed this course to help commercial 
fishermen meet new Coast Guard 
regulations requiring participation in a 
comprehensive safety class. The eight- 
hour course is pertinent to all who spend 
time on the water. 

Mr. McFadden will conduct realistic 
emergency response scenarios, teaching 
how to be prepared for flooding, fire, 
abandon ship and person overboard. Mr. 
McFadden graduated from Maine 
Maritime Academy in 1974 and worked 
for Texaco Marine Services for more than 
[8 years, five of which were spent 
teaching safety world-wide. Mr. 
McFadden is a lifelong resident of Orr's 
Island. 

Workshop participants will learn to 
prepare for and respond to emergencies, 
and be proficient in the following 
techniques: righting a capsized life raft; 
operating hydrostatic releases; donning 
an immersion suit; maintaining and 
stowing PFDs and immersion suits; using 
radio techniques for MAYDAY and 
required assistance; using EPIRBs; 
fighting fires; designing a station bill. 

The course runs from 8:00 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m. and costs $125 for Museum 
members, $150 for non-members; lunch 
is included. Call 443-1316 for more 
information and to register. 


Strategic Plan 
Update 


We've dreamed up plans and crafted 
many sketches of Maine Maritime 
Museum's proposed growth, including 
new shipyard interpretation, a grand 
auditorium, restaurant, etc. Because 
good ideas leak into the Director's Office 
with fair regularity, constructing a 
organized plan which defines the 
Museum's goals and outlines the means 
by which to attain them has been 
lengthy, yet enjoyable, operation. 

Soon after his arrival, Executive 
Director Tom Wilcox formulated just such 
a plan, organizing all of the ideas into 
three major initiatives: strengthening the 
core of the Museum, enhancing the visitor 
experience, and expanding programs and 
services which will further the Museum's 
mission. The plan met with unanimous 
Board approval in March. 

The Museum is measuring and 
prioritizing projects, and creating 
associated budgets and timelines. A 
group of staff members meets weekly to 
outline the plan for the Shipyard; just 
now they are developing interpretative 
themes. Similar meetings occur on the 
Subject of building an auditorium, and 
the present topic of discussion is 
identifying the many needs for more 
space, and the most effective solutions. 

The bustle of summer activities will 
Slow the regularity of meetings; full- 
blown planning will begin again in 
September. We will continue to issue 
updates at that time.

Grouped by type 
and activity level of project, the 
organized masses were led off to paint, 
Sweep, repair, and replace. The Museum 
enjoyed a super effort from all, and is 
eager for the trampling feet of summer 
visitors.
